SHIPPING  TIME.  We  start  shipping  Peonies  early  in  September  and  continue  until 
the  ground  freezes. 

SIZE  OF  PLANTS.  We  never  send  out  so-called  one-eye  divisions.  It  is  true  that  in 
time  these  small  divisions  will  make  just  as  good  plants  as  the  larger  ones,  but  it  takes  at 
least  one  additional  year  to  develop  them.  We  know  that  the  average  grower  will  be 
far  more  likely  to  succeed  and  obtain  more  satisfaction  with  standard  three-ta  five-eye 
divisions  than  with  small  one-eye.  Our  prices  are  for  standard  size  roots,  with  from 
three  to  five  eyes  or  roots  grown  one  year  from  such  divisions.  Our  plants  are  liberally 
graded.  This  you  should  bear  in  mind  when  comparing  prices. 

COTTAGE  GARDENS  GUARANTEE.  All  Cottage  Gardens  Peonies  are  guaran- 
teed to  be  true  to  name  and  should  any  of  them  prove  to  the  contrary,  we  will  within 
three  years  from  date  of  shipment  replace  such  plants  without  charge. 

PEONY  RATING.  In  1920  lists  were  sent  to  all  members  of  the  American  Peony  So- 
ciety asking  that  they  give  their  estimates  of  the  value  of  all  varieties,  based  on  the  rating 
of  ten  for  perfection.  A vote  of  ten  paints  means  that  the  variety  is  perfect,  9 points  nearly 
perfect,  8 extra  good,  7 points  goad.  The  figures  in  front  of  the  name  of  each  variety 
represents  the  average  of  all  the  votes  on  the  variety.  We  do  not  handle  varieties 
rated  under  7. 

TIME  TO  PLANT  PEONIES.  Peonies  may  be  planted  from  early  September  till 
frost,  but  the  best  time  ta  plant  is  from  September  15th  till  October  15th.  The  plants 
are  then  given  a chance  to  make  some  root  growth  before  Winter  and  most  of  them  will 
bloom  the  following  Spring,  thus  gaining  a whole  year. 

CULTURE.  Although  the  Peony  has  no  equal  in  vigor  and  hardiness  and  will  get 
along  under  most  any  condition,  it  appreciates  cultivation,  fertilization  and  irrigation. 
Plant  them  straight  up,  so  that  the  topmost  eyes  or  buds  are  covered  with  two  inches  of 
sail,  and  if  they  are  to  be  planted  in  a permanent  bed,  each  plant  should  be  allowed  about 
12  square  feet  of  space.  If  fertilizer  is  used,  be  sure  that  it  does  not  come  in  immediate 
contact  with  the  roots;  it  should  be  well-rotted  and  thoroughly  incorporated  with  the 
soil.  A 3-  ta  4-inch  deep  mulch  of  straw  or  leaves  during  the  first  Winter  is  very  benefi- 
cial, especially  if  the  Peonies  are  planted  in  clay  soil.  A Peony  root  once  planted,  will 
bloom  for  many  years.  Any  variety  in  our  list  will  as  a rule  bloom  the  following  Spring, 
provided  it  was  planted  not  too  late  in  the  Fall.  Of  course  the  first  year  we  can  not 
expect  to  get  perfect  flowers,  it  takes  a root  the  second  and  succeeding  years  to  produce 
its  true  type  and  size  of  flowers.

It  came  from 
Paeonia  Albiflora,  a native 
of  Siberia,  which  explains 
why  Peonies  do  so  well  even 
in  the  Great  Northwest,  en- 
during the  most  intense  cold 
without  injury.  About  1850, 
some  enthusiasts,  among 
whom  were  the  Prince  de 
Salm-Dyck,  the  Comte  de

Narcissi,  Hyacinths  and  Tulips  can  be  had  in 
bloom  from  Christmas  until  you  are  pick- 
ing flowers  in  the  garden. 

Pot  up  bulbs  as  soon  as  received,  set  them 
close  together,  deep  enough  to  have  the  tops 
well  covered,  water  thoroughly,  place  in 
coolest  and  darkest  part  of  cellar  away  from 
heat.  Keep  soil  moist.  After  the  bulbs  are 
well  rooted,  bring  into  the  light  and  heat  for 
flowering.  Water  thoroughly. 

Paper-White  Narcissi  may  be  brought  into 
the  light  and  heat  in  December.  Other  va- 
rieties of  Narcissi,  Hyacinths  and  Tulips 
should  not  be  brought  up  before  February 
first. 

We  recommend  for  forcing  all  Hyacinths 
listed.  Tulips  and  Narcissi  marked  (*).
